Das  Gedicht  erzahlt  zunachst  die  Geschichte  der  Abtei  von  Wilton  nach  der 
Reihe  der  westsachs.  Konige,  von  der  Griindung  des  ersten  Nonnenhauses  (reli 
gious  hous  V.  144,  the  first  priory  V.  610,  mit  13  Nonnen)  durch  Konig  Egbert  i.  J. 
830,  und  der  Stiftung  der  grosseren  Abtei  (des  spateren  Monasterium  S.  Edithae, 
mit  26  Nonnen)  durch  Alfred  d.  Gr.  i.  J.  890,  an,  die  Reihe  der  folgenden  konig- 
lichen  Fundatores  hindurch,  bis  auf  Konig  Edgar  (den  Vater  der  heiligen  Editha)  ; 
—  eingewebt  ist  gleich  anfangs  (V.  30 — no)  eine  kurze  Uebersicht  iiber  die 
friihere  Geschichte  Englands,  und  weiterhin  manche  interessante  Einzelheiten  aus 
dem  Leben  der  westsachs.  Konige,  besonders  soweit  sie  mit  der  Abtei  von  Wilton, 
welche  in  der  damaligen  Geschichte  eine  grosse  Rolle  spielt,  in  Verbindung  stan- 
den.  Dann  wird  erzahlt,  wie  Konig  Edgar  bei  einem  Besuche  der  Abtei  die 
junge  Wultrud  (die  wahrend  des  Mahles  vorlas)  kennen  lernte  —  hier,  nach 
V.  1031,  ist  im  Ms.  eine  grosse  Liicke  l)  von  12  foil.,  worm  die  Verfu'hrung  der 
Wultrud  (die  iibrigens  noch  nicht  geweiht  war,  vergl.  V.  1031)  durch  Edgar,  die 
Geburt  der  Editha ,  die  dieser  Liebe  entsprang ,  und  die  Erziehung  derselben  in 
der  Abtei  von  Wilton  bei  ihrer  Mutter,  erzahlt  wurde.  Dann  folgt  die  weitere 
Geschichte  der  h.  Editha :  ihr  frommes  Jugendleben  in  der  Abtei ;  wie  sie  bereits 
in  ihrer  Jugend  3  Miracula  wirkt  und  15  Jahr  alt,  von  Edgar  zur  Abtissin  der 
Abteien  von  Winchester,  Berking  und  Wilton  (!)  gemacht  wird,  aber  in  Wilton  ihren 
Wohnsitz  behalt ;  der  Tod  ihres  Vaters  und  der  (von  ihr  in  einer  Vision  vorherge-

Edward,  durch  ihre  Stiefmutter;  wie  sie  nach 
dessen  Tode  die  Krone  ausschlagt;  die  Kirche  S.  Denis  zu  Wilton  stiftet,  bei 
deren  Dedikation  S.  Denis  selbst  einen  Brief  vom  Himmel  schickt  mit  der  An- 
kiindigung  ihres  nahen  Todes ;  wie  sie ,  nach  weiteren  Vorzeichen  (somnia  mira- 
culosa)  ihres  Todes,  am  16.  Sept.  984,  in  ihrem  23.  Jahre,  stirbt  und  in  St. Denis 
Kirche  beigesetzt  wird ;  und  3  Miracula  gleich  nach  ihrem  Tode  (sie  erscheint  ihrer 
Mutter ;  erscheint  bei  der  Taufe  eines  Kindes  [der  spateren  Abtissin  Bry^twyde] ; 
bestraft  einen  Diebstahl  an  ihrem  Grabtuch). 

Dann  folgt  (als  2.  Theil)  V.  2391  ff.  die  Erhebung  der  Gebeine  der  h.  Editha 
durch  S.  Dunstan  und  Konig  Etheldred  am  3.  Nov.  996  l),  veranlasst  durch  meh- 
rere  Apparitiones  der  Heiligen  (sie  befiehlt  ihre  translatio  dem  Konige,  dem  Herzog 
Adolf  von  Cornuayle ,  dem  Earl  of  Dorset,  und  S.  Dunstan ,  letzterem  nochmals 
auf  seinem  Wege  in  Salisbury) ;  und  2  Miracula  (bestrafter  Reliquienraub)  gleich 
nach  der  Translatio.  Hieran  schliessen  sich  Einzelheiten  aus  dem  Leben  der  h. 
Wultrud  (damals  Abtissin  von  Wilton),  insbesondere  4  Mirac.  derselben  wahrend 
ihres  Lebens  (Heilung  eines  Blinden,  2  Kerkerbefreiungen,  Erwerbung  der  Reli- 
quien  des  h.  Ywen),  ihr  Tod  am  21.  Sept.  1000  und  ihre  Bestattung  neben  ihre 
Tochter,  und  5  Mirac.  nach  ihrem  Tode  (Vision  der  Nonne  Alflede,  4  Heilungen). 
Darauf,  V.  3247  ff. ,  kehrt  der  Dichter  zu  S.  Editha  zuriick  und  berichtet  die  spa 
teren  Mirac.  derselben  nach  der  Reihe  der  Konige ,  den  geschichtlichen  Faden 
wieder  aufnehmend :  so  die  Mirac.  unter  Kanut ,  der  infolge  eines  Mirac.  (Er- 
weckung  eines  Ertrunkenen)  bei  seiner  Anwesenheit  in  Wilton  sich  taufen  lasst 
(V.  3297)  und  ein  besonderer  Verehrer  der  h.  Editha  wird,  nach  Rettung  aus 
einem  Seesturm  ihr  in  Wilton  einen  goldenen  Mast  stiftet,  einen  kostbaren  Schrein 
fur  ihre  Reliquien  anfertigen  lasst  (Mirac.  von  den  diebischen  Goldschmieden 
V.  3507  ff.),  auch  Kirche  und  Kloster  repariren  lasst  (hierbei  Heilung  des  stummen 
Knaben  Sirik  Mute  V.  3647  ff.) ;  ferner  unter  Konig  Harald  (Bestrafung  des  Aga- 
mundus  fur  Aneignung  von  Klostergut) ;  unter  Hardiknut  (Bestrafung  des  Brixyn 
fiir  Landentziehung) ;  unter  Edward  Conf.  (Heilung  eines  Deutschen,  Theodoric, 
von  den  Folgen  eines  jahrlangen  Tanzes,  der  ihm  und  n  anderen  zu  Colebek  in 
Deutschland  zur  Strafe  fiir  die  Entweihung  des  Weihnachtsabends  angewiinscht 
war  i.  J.  1062,  V.  4069 — 4302)  2);  unter  Wilhelm  dem  Eroberer  (Heilung  des 
Kriippels  Huchin;  Kerkerbefreiung) ;  unter  Wilhelm  Rufus  (2  Haftbefreiungen) ; 
endlich  unter  Heinrich  I.  (Rettung  des  Erzbischofs  von  York  aus  einem  Seesturm 
auf  seiner  Pilgerfahrt  nach  Jerusalem).  Hierauf ,  V.  4563  ff.,  folgen  dann  noch, 
zum  Beweis  der  besonderen  Fiirsorge  der  h.  Editha  fiir  ihre  Abtei  in  Wilton, 
einige  Erscheinungen  der  Heiligen  im  Kloster  zu  Wilton  im  Anfang  der  Regie- 
rung  Wilhelm's  des  Eroberers :  besonders  erscheint  sie  der  Abtissin  Alfyne ,  ihrer 
besonderen  Verehrerin,  deren  von  Wundern  begleiteter  Tod  i.  J.  1067  ausfiihrlich 
berichtet  wird  (V.  4789  ff.) ;  ferner  bei  Gelegenheit  einer  Seuche  (V.  4789  ff.) ; 
endlich  den  Schwestern  Tole  und  Algide,  um  Zweifel  an  ihrer  Macht  zu  zer- 
streuen.  —  Am  Schlusse  des  Gedichts  folgt  von  demselben  Dichter,  und  von  der 
selben  Hand  geschrieben,  eine  lateinische  Liste  der  Fundatores  der  Abtei  von 
Wilton,  und  eine  zweite  Liste  mit  der  Aufzahlung  der  benutzten  Quellen. 

Der  eigentliche  Mittelpunkt  des  Gedichtes  ist  also  die  Legende  der  h.  Editha, 
der  der  Dichter  eine  eingehende  Chronik  der  Abtei  von  Wilton  (des  monasterium

S.  Edithae)  voranschickt ;  das  Ganze  ist  chronologisch  nach  der  Reihenfolge  der 
Konige  l)  angelegt  und  geordnet.  Daher  scheint  mir  der  Titel  Chronicon  Vilodu- 
nense  ebensowenig  gerechtfertigt ,  als  wenn  man  das  Annolied  eine  Weltchronik 
nennen  wollte.  Die  eigentliche  Aufgabe  des  Dichters  ist  die  Legende  der  h. 
Editha;  die  Geschichte  ihres,  nach  ihr  benannten  Klosters,  dessen  Ruhm  sie  und 
ihre  Reliquien  bildeten,  ist  eben  aus  Anlass  der  Legende  selbst  hinzugefiigt  und 
bildet  den  Untergrund,  worauf  sich  die  Legende  erhebt.  Auch  die  zte  Legende 
unseres  Dichters,  die  von  S.  Etheldrede  (in  demselben  Ms.),  hat  eine,  freilich  nur 
die  allgemeine  Geschichte  Englands  betreffende,  historische  Einleitung  (wohl  nach 
dem  Vorbilde  der  Legende  von  S.  Kenelm  in  der  siidl.  Legendensammlung). 
Solche  geschichtliche  Einleitungen  sind  auch  sonst  bei  Legenden  nicht  selten. 
Die  Verbindung  der  Lokalgeschichte,  der  Chronik  des  Klosters,  aber  musste  bei 
einer  Lokallegende  wie  S.  Editha  besonders  nahe  liegen,  wo  die  Geschichte  der 
Heiligen  mit  der  des  Klosters  aufs  engste  verwachsen  war.  Zudem  erfiillte  die 
Auffiihrung  der  koniglichen  Fundatores  hier  noch  einen  praktischen  Zweck :  der 
Dichter  selbst  motivirt  sie  (V.  316 — 317)  damit,  dass  die  Schwestern  gehalten 
seien,  fur  die  founders  zu  beten  (in  der  Commemoratio) ;  deshalb  will  er  Ge- 
naueres  iiber  sie  mittheilen,  damit  die  Schwestern  besser  wussten,  fiir  wen  sie 
beteten  (V.  686—689). 

Der  Reiz  des  Gedichtes  liegt  in  seinem  lokalen  Charakter,  in  der  Anschau- 
lichkeit  und  Treue  der  Schilderung,  in  der  detaillirten  Ausfiihrung  des  Einzelnen ; 
es  ist  als  ob  ein  Augenzeuge  alles  berichte.  Schon  aus  dieser  Lokalwahrheit, 
aus  der  genauen  Kenntniss  der  Lokalverhaltnisse  und  der  Lokalgeschichte  geht 
hervor,  dass  der  Dichter  an  Ort  und  Stelle  wohl  bekannt  gewesen  sein  muss.  Er 
kennt  selbst  die  Archive  des  Klosters  von  Wilton  (vgl.  as  in  ?our  mynymentys 
fynd  ^e  may  V.  697)  und  benutzte  ohne  Zweifel  auch  rein  lokale  Quellen  (so  wohl 
fiir  die  letzten  Miracula  zur  Zeit  der  Abtissin  Alfyne,  vgl.  V.  4609).  Der  Jahres- 
tag  der  Dedicatio  der  Abtei  erscheint  ihm  als  so  bekannt  —  for  every  ^ere  hit 
comys  in  mynde  — ,  dass  er  ihn  zu  erwahnen  verschmaht  (V.  616 — 617).  Den 
Nonnen  der  Abtei  muss  er  sehr  nahe  gestanden  haben ,  denn  diese  sind  es ,  die 
er  wiederholt  anredet  (697,  687  u.  6.) ;  ja  das  Gedicht  muss  diesen  gewidmet  oder 
doch  fiir  sie  bestimmt  gewesen  sein,  denn  die  letzten  Miracula  haben  ausdriicklich 
den  Zweck,  das  Vertrauen  der  Schwestern  auf  die  Heilige  zu  bekraftigen.  Auch 
Bezeichnungen  wie  this  place,  this  abbey,  this  church,  here  (V.  608)  lassen  auf  einen 
lokalen  Dichter  schliessen.  Aus  diesen  Griinden  erscheint  die  Vermuthung  Black's, 
dass  der  Dichter  einer  der  Geistlichen  (Kaplane)  des  Nonnenklosters  zu  Wilton 
sei,  vollig  gerechtfertigt.  An  eine  der  Nonnen  als  Verfasserin  ist  schwerlich  zu 
denken;  dies  scheint  schon  durch  V.  mo  ff.  der  Leg.  von  Etheldrede  verwehrt, 
wo  der  Dichter  von  seinen  wiederholten  Pilgerfahrten  nach  Ely  spricht ,  die  er 
a  lie  in  (er  spricht  im  Sing.)  unternommen  zu  haben  scheint.  —  Die  Abfassungs- 
zeit  ergibt  sich  mit  ziemlicher  Genauigkeit  aus  dem  lat.  Appendix  mit  den  Namen 
der  Fundatores,  der  zu  unserem  Gedichte  gehort  (wie  schon  aus  der  Bezugnahme 
auf  dieses  erhellt,  vgl.  ut  supradictum  est)  und  ohne  Zweifel  vom  Dichter  selbst 
hinzugefiigt  ist.  Hier  wird  Heinrich  V.  als  noch  lebend  erwahnt  (benedictus  rex 
.  .  .  qui  jam  est)  und  die  Reihe  der  Fundatores  mit  ihm  geschlossen.  Wir  diirfen 
daher  mit  Black  etwa  das  Jahr  1420  als  die  Mitte  der  kurzen  Regierungszeit  dieses 
Fiirsten  (1413 — 22)  als  Abfassungszeit  annehmen.  —  Black  versucht,  den  Autor 
noch  weiter  zu  verfolgen :  er  bemerkt :  Not  less  than  9  chaplains  are  recorded 
as  officiating  in  the  Abbey  (of  Wilton)  in  the  year  1383:  whose  names  are:  Wil 
liam  Blokkesworth,  William  Meuzter,  John  Gilberd,  John  Smith,  Henry  Dressoure, 
John  Shupton,  Elias  Pusee,  John  Marchaunt,  and  Henry  Pynkanut  (cf.  Branch  and 
Dole  p.  76).  One  of  these  may  have  been  the  author;  for  it  is  not  unlikely, 
when  it  is  considered  that  the  poem  was  written  within  27  years  after  the  above 
return  was  made  to  the  Archbishop's  mandate.  Such  a  work ,  composed  for  the 
instruction  of  the  recluses,  was  very  likely  undertaken  by  direction  of  the  Superiors ; 
and  who  more  likely  to  have  the  charge  than  a  grave  elderly  clergyman,  long  in 
the  service  of  the  establishment.  Nor  is  this  hypothesis  inconsistent  with  the 
confession  of  the  author,  in  his  invocation  of  divine  help  in  executing  »this  werke

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pat  y  so  vnconnynge  presumpswysly  have  underetake  (V.  5)«,  as  it  is  only  one 
instance  in  a  thousand  of  the  affected  humility  of  such  authors.  The  above  hy 
pothesis  is  very  much  strengthened  by  the  masculine  style  and  expression  obser 
vable  throughout  the  poem. 

Seine  Quellen  hat  der  Dichter  nicht  nur  hie  und  da  (bes.  im  Anfang)  am 
Rande  angemerkt,  sondern  auch  am  Schlusse  des  Ganzen  in  einer  lat.  Liste  zu- 
sammengestellt.  Wir  sehen  daraus ,  dass  er  die  verschiedensten  Quellen  benutzt 
hat,  und  konnen  iiber  seine  Gelehrsamkeit  und  Sorgfalt  nur  ein  giinstiges  Urtheil 
fallen.  Sein  Werk  ist  mit  nichten  eine  blosse  Uebersetzung ;  er  hat  das  Material 
von  alien  Seiten  zusammengesucht  und  fiir  seinen  Plan  zusammengestellt ;  der  Plan 
und  Aufriss  des  Ganzen  ist  entschieden  sein  Werk.  Die  Griindung  der  ersten 
Priorie  erzahlt  er  nach  des  Henricus  Crompe  Tractat  de  fundatione  omnium  mo- 
nasteriorum  in  Anglia  a  tempore  S.  Birini  vsque  ad  tempus  Rob.  Grosthede, 
Pars  II  de  monasteriorum  regni  Westsaxoniae  fundatione  (vgl.  p.  1 1 1  App.  I.) ; 
fiir  die  Griindung  der  Abtei  citirt  er  Willielmus  Riualensis  (p.  14) ;  fiir  die  Ge- 
schichte  der  westsachsischen  Konige  benutzt  er  vorzugsweise  die  ofters  angemerkte 
Cronica  Cistrensis;  Beda  erwahnt  er  bei  der  Griindung  der  Kirche  S.  Denis 
V.  1773,  Walterus  Oxfordiensis  zu  V.  430  ff. ,  Marianus  Scotus  V.  2701.  Mog- 
lich,  dass  noch  andere  Randcitate  im  Ms.  abgeschnitten  sind.  Seine  Hauptquelle 
fiir  das  Leben  der  h.  Editha  ist  die,  von  ihm  oft  citirte  »Legenda  S.  Edithae«. 
Black  halt  diese  fiir  identisch  mit  der  von  den  Bollandisten  dem  Gotselinus  (der 
i.  J.  1058  vom  Bischof  Hermann  von  Salisbury  aus  seinem  Kloster  St.  Omers  in 
Artois  nach  England  gebracht  wurde  und  durch  mehrere  biographische  Werke  be- 
kannt  ist)  zugeschriebenen  Vita  S.  Edithae  (in  12  Cap.)  in  den  Act.  SS.  Boll. 
Sept.  V  p.  369,  die  wegen  ihrer  Kiirze  und  Einfachheit  ein  hohes  Alter  verrathe, 
welches  dem  von  unserem  Dichter  (V.  4970)  seiner  Quelle  zugewiesenen  Alter 
(c.  1080)  entspreche;  er  behauptet :  a  comparison  of  it  with  our  metrical  legend 
certainly  shows  it  to  be  the  genuine  composition  cited  sperein.  Mir  scheint  diese 
Sache  keineswegs  ausgemacht.  Dass  Gotselin,  dem  auch  Bale  eine  Vita  S.  Ead- 
githae  zuschreibt,  Verfasser  der  ursprunglichen  Legende  sei,  will  ich  nicht  an- 
zweifeln.  Aber  fraglich  ist  es  mir  schon,  dass  die  Angabe  des  Dichters  V.  4970, 
die  Mir.  seien  vor  340  Jahren  niedergeschrieben,  sich  auf  die  urspr.  Legende  be- 
ziehe ;  diese  Worte  scheinen  sich  vielmehr  nur  auf  die  4  letzten ,  zur  Zeit  der 
Abtissin  Alfyne  geschehenen  Wunder  (die  der  Dichter  wohl  lokalen  Aufzeichnungen 
entnahm)  zu  beschranken,  da  die  zuletzt  vorhergehenden  Wunder  schon  erheblich 
j  linger  sind.

Besonders  zweifelhaft 
erscheint  mir  die  Identitat  dieser  Vita  mit  der  vom  Dichter  benutzten  Legenda  S. 
Edithae.  An  mehreren  Stellen ,  wo  der  Dichter  die  Legenda  S.  Edithae  citirt, 
lasst  uns  diese  Vita  vollig  in  Stich,  so  bei  der  Geburtsgeschichte  der  h.  Edith 
(V.  995  ff.),  die  in  der  Vita  gar  nicht  beriihrt  wird,  ebenso  vergl.  V.  3635  ff. 
Ferner  ist  die  Vita,  mit  dem  englischen  Tante  verglichen,  so  knapp,  diirftig 
und  unbestimmt,  dass  man  sie  kaum  fiir  die  Vorlage  des  Dichters  halten  kann 
(man  vergl.  z.  B.  das  Mir.  vom  bestraften  Raub  am  Klostergut  im  Cap.  12  mit 
den  Mir.  desselben  Gegenstandes  im  engl.  Texte.  ferner  die  Mir.  aus  Kanut's 
Zeit,  auch  2655  ff.,  2975  ff.).  Endlich  fehlt  der  grosste  Theil  der  Mir.  unseres 
Dichters  in  der  Vita,  so  die  aus  Editha's  Jugend,  die  der  h.  Woltrud,  mehrere 
der  Mir.  unter  Kanut  und  fast  alle  spateren  (bis  auf  4531  ff.),  endlich  die  4  letz 
ten  unter  Abtissin  Alfyne.  Wenn  nun  gleich  die  spateren  Mir.  und  die  unter 
Alfyne  nicht  mehr  aus  der  Legenda  S.  Edithae,  sondern  aus  einem  Nachtrag  oder 
einem  an  Ort  und  Stelle  angelegten  Mirakelbuche  entnommen  sein  diirften,  so 
werden  doch  wenigstens  die  Mir.  aus  der  Jugend  Editha's  der  ursprunglichen  Le 
gende  angehort  haben.  —  Desshalb  vermuthe  ich,  dass  die  Vita  in  den  Act.  SS. 
Boll,  nicht  die  vom  Dichter  citirte  Legenda  S.  Edithae  ist ,  sondern  eher  ein 
kurzer  Auszug  aus  der  ursprunglichen  Legende,  um  so  mehr,  als  sie  durch  ihre 
Eintheilung  in  12  Capitel  wie  fiir  die  12  lectiones  der  Nocturnen  zurechtgemacht 
aussieht.  —  Eine  weitere  Hauptquelle  des  Dichters  ist  Wilhelm  von  Malmesbury, 
der  in  seinen  Werken  de  gestis  regum  Anglorum  lib.  II  und  de  gestis  Pontificum

mass,  eine  zweite  Legende  desselben  Dichters,  S.  Etheldrede,  deren  Schluss  leider 
mit  den  letzten  Blattern  (nach  fol.  280)  abgefallen  ist  (ed.  in  d.  Altengl.  Leg.  N. 
F.  p.  282 — 307).  Black  bemerkt  iiber  die  Hs.  :  it  is  presumed  to  be  in  the  hand 
writing  of  its  author,  being  quite  contemporary,  fairly  written  in  a  small  charac 
ter,  and  corrected  by  the  same  hand  in  many  places,  at  different  times  and  with 
different  inks.  Ohne  Zweifel  ist  die  Hs.  gleichzeitig  mit  dem  Dichter;  dass  aber 
dieser  selbst  sie  geschrieben,  erscheint  mir  sehr  zweifelhaft,  da  Fehler  wie  V.  3517 
(wo  scale  st.  scante  verschrieben  und  der  Vers  in  2  aufzulosen  ist)  und  Auslas- 
sungen  wie  814 — 816  schwerlich  vom  Dichter  selbst  gemacht  sind.  Eher  konnte 
der  Nachtrag  in  S.  Etheldrede  (V.  mi  ft.),  der  trotz  der  Aehnlichkeit  der  Schrift 
von  einer  anderen  Hand  herrtihren  diirfte,  und  die  gleichzeitigen  Correcturen  des  Ms. 
von  des  Dichters  Hand  sein.  Uebrigens  hat  V.  4101  auch  eine  weit  spatere  Hand 
in  den  Text  hineincorrigirt.  —  Nach  fol.  205  ist  in  S.  Editha  (nach  V.  1030)  eine 
grosse  Liicke,  indem  eine  ganze  Lage  von  12  foil,  (mit  c.  980  V.)  ausgerissen  ist. 
—  Noch  sei  bemerkt,  dass  in  dem,  von  etwas  jiingerer  Hand  geschriebenen  Index 
des  Ms.  unsere  Legende  m.  d.  T.  Cantariae  et  prioratus  Wiltoniensis  fundatio  et 
incrimentum  rithmis  anglicanis,  res  ab  Egberto  Rege  suo  more  connectit  auctor, 
sed  demum  in  S.  Edithae  vitam  et  miracula  se  totum  mutat,  bezeichnet  ist. 

Wichtig  sind  die  beiden  Legenden  von  Editha  und  Etheldrede  vor  allem  in 
sprachlicher  Hinsicht,  als  einzige  sichere  Denkmaler  des  Dialektes  von  Wilton  *), 
der,  an  der  Schwelle  des  alten  westsachsischen  Dialektes  gelegen,  noch  manche 
alte  Formen  und  Eigenthiimlichkeiten  bewahrt  hat,  andererseits  aber  auch  der 
westlichen  Gruppe  benachbart  ist.  Man  sieht  es  den  Gedichten  an,  dass  dieser 
Dialekt  erst  damals  in  die  Litteratur  eingetreten,  dass  sie  die  ersten,  noch  unbe- 
holfenen  Versuche  sind,  diesen  Dialekt  in  die  Litteratur  einzufiihren.  Moglich, 
dass  der  Dichter  dazu  durch  die  im  benachbarten  Gloucester  entstandene  sudliche 
Legendensammlung  angeregt  worden  ist.  Die  Form  ist  noch  ausserordentlich  pri- 
mitiv,  der  Satzbau  ohne  jede  Neigung  zur  Periode,  stete  Wiederholungen  nach- 
schleppend ;  es  ist  als  ob  die  Sprache  und  die  Diktion  nach  Jahrhunderte  zuriick- 
seien.  Und  doch  war  der  Dichter  ohne  Zweifel  ein  sehr  gelehrter  Mann,  der  in 
der  lateinischen  Litteratur  der  Zeit  vortrefflich  zu  Hause  war;  aber  er  theilt  den 
sachsischen  Fehler  der  Schwere  des  Ausdrucks,  der  nur  mit  Miihe  sich  losringt. 
Der  Stil  ist  chronikenhaft,  naiv,  und  nicht  ohne  einen  gewissen  historischen  Reiz, 
wie  gerade  eine  solche  urvaterliche  Schreibweise  fesseln  kann.  Ebenso  roh  ist 
der  Rythmus,  der  sich  in  4  Hebungen  mit  beliebig  vielen  Senkungen  bewegt  und 
jeder  Regel  Hohn  spricht,  sowie  der  Reim,  um  dessen  willen  sehr  haufig  den 
Lauten  Gewalt  angethan  wird.

1696 — 7,  preserved  at  the  beginning  of  Bishop  Kennett's 
Glossary  or  Etymologicon  (Lansdowne  libr.  N.  1033),  contains  a  small  collection  of  local  words 
then  used  in  Wiltshire.  —  The  fashionable  language  of  the  Abbey  a  few  years  before  the  compi 
lation  of  the  Chronicle,  was  French,  into  which  the  rule  of  Benedict  was  translated  for  the  ladies 
and  the  ordinances  enjoined  on  them  by  Bishop  Wyvill  in  1379.
